LONDON,  Feb.  21.— Visoount  Hal- 
dane,  the  Lord  Chancellor,  will  be  the 
guest  of  the  American  Bar  Association 
and  will  deliver  the  chief  address  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  association, 
which  is  to  be  held  at  Montreal  in  Sep- 
tember next. 

The  Lord  Chancellor,  as  soon  as  ha 
received  the  invitation,  which  was  ten- 
dered  through  Frank  B.  Kellogg,  ex- 
pressed his  personal  desire  to  accept, 
but  as  h©  is  the  holder  Of  the  great 
seal  of  state  he  had  to  secure  the  con- 
sent of  the  King  to  leave  the  country 
during  tola  term  of  office.  This  he  has 
now  received. 

In  formally  accepting  the  Invitation 
of  the  Bar  Association.  Viscount  Hal- 
'dane  wrote:  "I  esteem  the  Invitation 
as  an  exceptional  honor,  and  I  look  for- 
ward to  the  pleasure  of  meeting  the' 
great  lawyers  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada."

LONDON,  Feb.  21.— Mrs  Emmeiine 
Pankhurst.  the  militant  suffragette, 
who  has  declared  that  she  was  respon- 
sible for  the  dynamite  explosion  which 
wrecked  the  home  in  Surrey  of  the  Hon. 
David  Lloyd  George,  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer,  met  with  a  mixed  reception 
at  a  meeting  held  tonight  in  the  Chel- 
sea Town  Hall  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Women's  Social  and  Political  Cnion. 

When  Mrs.  Pankhurst  appeared  on 
the  platform  she  was  greeted  with 
groans,  hisses,  yells  and  cheering,  and 
only  a  large  force  of  police  in  the  hall 
prevented  the  hostile  section  of  the  aud- 
ience from  attacking  her.  When  she 
left  the  hall  Mrs.  Pankhurst  twitte'l 
the  authorities  for  being  afraid  to 
take  advantage  of  her  assumption  of 
responsibility  for  the  blowing  up  of 
Mr.  Lloyd  George's  house  and  send  her 
to  Jail.  She  declared  that,  short  of  tak- 
ing human  life,  the  militant  suffra- 
gettes Intended  to  .  do  everything  pos- 
sible to  settle  once  and  for  all  the  poli- 
tical status  of  the  women  of  this  coun- 
try. 

May    Attack   Royal   Tamlly 

The  public  attitude  towards  the  suf- 
fragettes for  their  window-smashing 
outrages  and  similar  actions  has  been 
shown  by  every  shade  between  angry 
inrlignatlon  and  hilarity.  Their  latest 
performances  at  Walton  Heath  and 
Kew  Gardens  seem  to  be  awakenlns 
the  people  to  something  like  a  realiza- 
tion that  the  woman  suffrage  move- 
ment is  driving  toward  universal  ter- 
roriam.  with  a  possible  sex  war  as  its 
eventual  outcome.  This  view  Is  helped 
Boi  a  little  by  the  discovery,  through 
interviews,  that  the  non-militant  woman 
suffragists  refuse  to  condemn  these 
outrages.

NARRATIVE  GIVEN 

BY  EYEWITNESS 


MEXICO  CITY,  Feb.  21.— "Don  Gus- 
tavo did  not  attempt  to  escape;  lie 
started  to  run  only  after  his  executors 
opened  fire.  I  saw  with  my  own  eyes 
tlir  awful  murder.  It  was  terrible,  ter- 
rible." 

T'nifi  Is  what  a  clone  witness  to  the 
official,  but  now  repudiated,  execution 
of  Gustavo  Madero  said,  describing  the 
killing  of  the  brother  of  the  deposed 
president.  The  man  Is  a  Mexican.  Ho 
was  visiting  his  hrother,  an  army  offi- 
cer, at  the  rebel  barracks  in  the  arsen- 
al, and  both  were  present  when  Madero 
waft  riddled  with  bullets.  Huerta.  Diaz 
nnd  Rlanquel  each  denied  today  having 
ordered  Madero's  execution,  and.  as  In- 
rllralpfl  yesterday,  found  refuge  behlml 
tho  stereotyped  explanation  that  the 
prisoner  attempted  to  escape  All  the 
leaders  protest  that  they  did  not  ap- 
prove   or   killing   hint. 

The  shooting  of  Madero  took  plm-a 
in  one  Of  the  court  yards  In  the  pr<>s- 
enco  of  a  score  or  more  civilians  and 
fifty   or  sixty   of  Felix   Pla7i'   soldiers.

Venostlano  Carranza,  governor  of 
state  of  Coahuila,  with  1300  men,  is 
working  with  Builio  and  Raoul  Madero, 
brothers  of  the  deposed  president,  who 
are  at  San  Pedro,  Madero's  old  home 
near  Saltillo,  which  Is  Carranza's  base. 
Jose  Gayou,  former  Governor  of  Son- 
ora,  has  telegraphed  from  Mexicall  to 
the  Governor  of  Sonora,  offering  him 
3,000  men  and  two  million  pesos  to,  re- 
store Madero   to  office. 

Governor  Maytoreno,  of  Sonora,  has 
telegraphed  to  the  Senate,  and  Provi- 
sional President  Huerta,  repudiating  the 
new  administration.  The  Government

In  the  matter  of  what  is  commonly 
known  as  "wild-catting "  Mr.  Parker 
Williams  suggested  that  something 
should  be  done  to  give  the  Government 
control  over  this  feature  of  land  specu- 
lation in  tho  case  of  townsites.  He 
referred  to  the  high  reputation  which 
British  Columbia  enjoy*  throughout 
the  world  and  to  the  d»)nger  existing 
of  injury  being  caused,  to  this  good 
name  by  what  might  be  termed  fraud- 
ulent, promotions.

"Wo  were  walking  into  One  of  the 
large  court  yards,  when  X  noticed  a 
group  of  men  on  the  opposite  side.  I 
could  make  out  one  officer  in  uniform 
In  the  Centre  of  the' group.  On  our 
side  of  the  yard,  next  to  the  street, 
was  an  open  gate. 

"•There  is  Gustavo  now,'  said  my 
brother,  pointing  to  the  group.  Gustavo 
wore  a  light  suit.  He  was  bareheaded, 
so  that  I  could  see  his  face  plainly  in 
the  moonlight.  In  one  hand  he  held 
his  hat,  and  with  the  other  he  was 
wiping  his  forehead  with  a  handker- 
chief.

That  the  new  administration  in  Mex- 
ico expects  to  .  use  the  methods  of 
Pornrio  Dias  so  far  as  possible  In  gov- 
erning the  country,  waa  made  evident 
today  In,  a  conversation  which  Pro* 
visional  President  Huerta  had  with  a 
newspaper  man.  President  Huerta  de- 
clared that  no  matter  what  the  cost 
should  be,  or  who  the  men  were  to  be 
paid,  peace  would  be  restored  in  Mex- 
ico. He  said  It  wan  his  ambition  that 
when  he  left  the  presidency  they  would 
say  of  him,  "he  has  restored  order 
throughout  Mexico,  made  safe  the  In- 
vestment of  money  and  rendered  secure 
t*»e  lives  and  interests  of  all,  both  forr 
eigners  and   Mexicans.

made  until  after  It  has  been  submitted 
to  the  electorate.  But  there  has  been 
no  protest;  there  has  been  no  outburst 
of  indignation;  there  has  hardly  been 
a  dissenting  voice  from  any  but  the 
professional  politicians.  Under  these 
circumstances,  what  Justification  can 
the  Liberals  have  for  seeking  to  force 
a  dissolution  on  this  issue?  They  have 
none;  the  only  object  they  can  have  in 
mind  in  adopting  a  course  which  may 
lead  to  such  a  result  is  the  possibility 
that  they  can  get  into  power  at  an 
election,  wherein  they  know  perfectly 
well  that  the  Naval  Bill  would  be  only 
one  of  the  questions  at  issue.  To  talk 
of  seeking  a  popular  mandate  for  the 
contribution  is  mere  political  dema- 
uery,  and  they  know  It.  They 
illy  endeavor  to  disguise  the  fact 
that    they    know    It. 

DIGNITY  OP    PABLIAMEKT, 


We  learn  from  The  Mall-Herald  of 
Revelstoke  that  there  are  excellent 
prospects  of  the  rich  agricultural  areas 
in  the  Railway  Belt  shortly  being ' 
thrown  open  to  settlement  The  future 
of  these  lands  has  been  a  very  live  is- 
sue, among  the  people  of  the  Interior 
at  all  events,'  for  a  period  which  has 
now  nearly  extended  Into  two  decades. 
As  Is  generally  known  at  the  tlm*  of 
the  construction  of  the  Canadian  Pac- 
ific Hallway  through  the  Province  the 
land  lying  tor  twenty  miles  on  each 
side  of  the  line,  passing  through  cer- 
tain portions  of  the  Kootenays,  were 
withcld     from     settlement       and       placed 


under  the  absolute  control  of  the  Do- 
minion Government.  When  immigrants 
began  to  pour  Into  the  Province  it  was 
soon  realized  that  it  would  bo  good 
policy  on  the  part  of  the  Federal 
authorities  to  throw  open  these  lands 
for  settlement  under  favorable  condi- 
tions. The  matter  was  taken  up*  by  the 
Provincial  Government,  and  was  strong- 
ly urged  by  the  Revelstoke  Board  of 
Trade  and  other  public  bodies,  but  years 
passed  by  and  It  seemed  impossible  to 
arouse  the  Dominion  Government  to 
take  any  action.  It  was  not  until  Mr. 
Borden  came  Into  power  that  anything 
In  the  nature  of  favorable  considera- 
tion was  given  to  the  claims  of  the 
Province.  Last  year  Mr.  Maber,  a 
special  commissioner  was  appointed  by 
Ottawa  to  Inquire  into  this  lands  ques- 
tion in  all  its  bearings.  He  spent 
several  weeks  In  the  Province.  The  re- 
sult of  his  investigations  was  a  report 
which  in  effect  recommended  that  when 
tho  varied  conflicting  Interests  of  the 
squatters,  settlers  and  lumbermen  had 
been  thoroughly  gone  Into  and  adjudi- 
cated Upon  a  project  should  be  framed 
for  immediately  throwing 'open  for  set- 
tlement available  agricultural  lands. 
This  was  some  few  months  ago.  Now 
comes  the  further  information  that  an 
announcement  of  the  Government's 
policy  along  the  lines  of  the  recommen- 
dations made  by  Mr.  Maber  may  be  ex- 
pected shortly. 

For*  this  desirable  result,  following 
so  many  years  of  agitation,  the  people 
of  the  Kootenays  have  In  large  measure 
to  thank  the  Provincial  Government, 
coupled  with  tho  efforts  of  their  mem- 
ber, MP.  R.  F.  Green,  who  has  been  in- 
defatigable in  his  representations  at 
Ottawa  that  these  lands  should  be 
opened  up  for  settlement.  This  ques- 
tion was  one  of  those  dealt  with  by  Sir 
Richard  McBride  during  his  visit  to  the 
capital  last  year,., a  visit  from  which 
he  returned  with  assurances  that  the 
Federal  Government  would  Immediately 
make  full  inquiry  with  a  view  to  fol- 
lowing out  the  suggestions  made  by  the 
Government  of  this  Province.  As  soon 
as  Mr.  Green  was  elected  as  the  mem- 
ber for  Kootenay,  only  a  matter  of 
seven  months;  ago,  he  urged  that  ther  »

Taking  the  case  of  the  ( I 
man  Dreadnoughts,  the  hull  and  pro- 
pelling machinery  of  these  cost  approxl- 
tnately  $7,500,000  each,  while  foi  ■ 
British  vessel  of  the  same  type,  the 
cost,  Including  the  establishn 
charges  at  dockyards,  |g  only  J6, 889, 900. 
As  regards  guns  ami  torpedoes,  the 
German  cost  is  14,500,000.  and  the 
British  $8,694,080.  Thus  the  difference 
in  cost  between  a  British  and  German 
battleship  Is  upwa/ds  of  $1,400,000.   The 

margin Is  not  ao  great-  in-  the,  matter 

of  battle  cruisers,  but  even  these  can 
be  constructed  about  8  per  cent  cheaper 
in  Great  Britain,  and  in  practically 
every  instance  they  are  larger,  have 
greater  speed  and  armament  of  at  least 
an  equally  offensive  type.  For  Instance, 
the  designed  power  of  each  of  the  Ger- 
man buttle  cruisers  is  52,000  horse- 
power, and  they  are  expected  to  attain 
a  speed  of  21  knots.  The  British  crui- 
sers have  70,000  horBe-power,  with  a 
designed  speed  of  28  knots,  which  in 
every  case  has  been  exceeded.  These 
are  very  interesting  facts,  us  vouched 
for  by  Engineering.  In  commenting 
upon  them,  this  publication  has  the 
following: 


"The  competition  In  the  building  of 
warships  continues  with  unabated 
energy,  In  spite  of  the  growing  anxiety 
to  which  it  gives  rise.  But  in  .this 
country,  at  least,  It  Is  accepted  With  a 
large  measure  of  composure,  because  It 
is  seen  to  be  inevitable.  There  Is  cer- 
tainly here  less  hesitancy  and  more  gen- 
eral acceptance  of  the  situation  than 
there  was  some  time  ago.  It  is  inter- 
esting, if  not  gratifying,  to  reflect  on 
the  fact  that  the  cost  of  this  heavy 
task  imposed  upon  Britain  is  lighter 
than  in  other  countries."

Last  year  the  brick  contract 
went  to  an  outside  concern,  and  this 
year  the  same  thing  had  occurred.  He 
(Alderman  Humber)  had  made  inquiries 
among  local  laboring  men.  and  he  had' 
ascertained  that  the  statements .  that 
higher  wages  and  higher  cost  of  mater- 
ials confronted  local  manufacturers  was. 
not.  correct.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  a 
higher  scale  of  wages  is  being  paid  in!

EDMONTON,  Alta.,  Feb.  21.— Barracks 
of  the  Royal  Northwest  Mounted  Police 
at.  Fort  Saskatchewan  aviil.  be  aban- 
doned by.  the  Dominion  .Government 
within  thirty  days,  when  the  quarters, 
erected  In  Edmonton  at  a  cost  Of  more 
than  1200,000,  are  to  be  formally  opened, 
inspector  E.  A.  MacDonhcU,  officer 
commanding,  is  arranging  to  transfer 
the,  contingent,  to  this  city.  The  new 
barracks  accommodate  thirty  men,  and 
there  are  quarters  for  a .  large  number 
of  horses.

The 
site,  comprising  300  acres,  has  been 
acquired  by  the  Provincial  Government, 
which  is  planning  to  erect  a  penal  in- 
stitution there.

As  was 'brought  out  fully  at  the  con- 
ventions of  growers  and  ranchers  here 
In  January,  their  Industry  is  betas  in- 
jured by  competition,  which  they  can- 
not help  but  feel  to  be  unfair,  from  the 
fruit-producing  states  to  the  southward. 
American  growers  pay  only  thirteen 
cents  a  box  duty  on  large  fruits  shipped 
into  Canada,  while  Canadian  producers 
have  to  pay  twenty-five  cents  a  box 
duty  to  reach  the  markets  of  the  Uni- 
ted States.  South  of  the  line,  with 
cheaper  labor,  the  average  cost  of  pro- 
duction works  out  at  about  fifty  cents 
a*  box.

their    own    markets.        To    remedy    this 

ing  made  at  the  present  time  to  too  Do- 
minion Government  at  Ottawa  that 
changes  In  the  Bumping  Act  are  desir- 
able, putting  the  market  price  on  any' 
quality  of  fruit  at  not 'less  than  the 
Coot  of  production,  and  also  recommend- 
ing a  more  rigid  enforcement  of  the 
Canadian  Fruit.

;  Last  year  no  less  than  540  carloads , 
of  apples  and  other  large,  fruits  were 
shipped  into  Vancouver  from"  the  United 
States,  besides  an  equal  number  of  car- 
loads of  citrous  fruits  and  tomatoes, 
the  farmer  amount  being  equal  to  the 
total  distribution  of  Okanagan  fruit  for 
the  year.  This  is  but  one  concrete 
example,  of  what  is  going  on,  and,  con- 
perlng  that  this  PrOTrttwa', baa  twenty- 
five  millions  of  capital  invested  in  or- 
chards,  it  Is  evident  that  it  is  to  its 
interest,  and  to  the  interest  of  the  Do- 
minion of  which  it  forms  part,  to  see 
if  it  Is  not  possible  to  check  the  enor- 
mous drain  of  money  being  paid  out  to 
American  growers  each  year,  and  which 
might  be  returned  to  the  ranches  of 
British  Columbia  for  purposes  of  far- 
ther development,  and  for  the  good  of 
the   trade   of   the   Province  generally. 

British  Columbia  is  already  a  Pro- 
vince with  a  surplus  of  fruit  which 
will  enable  it  to  supply  the  prairie 
markets.  She  buys  her  grain  and  other 
supplies  largely  from  there,  and  so  has 
a  claim  on  support  from  the  other  pro- 
vinces in  building  up  her  young  in- 
dustry, by  which  the  "Western  states  of 
Canada   will    all    benefit.

Beecher,  T.  F.  Barton  and  H.  8.  Crotty.

Crane  looks  beyond  clean  streets,  cleun 
house*,  pure  milk,  u  holeaome  food  and 
Other  material  things  to  tliftl  aims  an<l 
pure  lives.  But  llii.s  woman  docs  not 
believe  that  human  beings  can  be  «ood 
in  uncleanly  aurroundlnara.  She  has  the 
faculty  of  convincing  people  that  they 
must  work  with  her,  and  does  not 
shrink  from  talking  to  the  most  Ignor- 
ont  or  the  most  prejudiced.' 

Mrs.  Crane  has  helped  to  Improve 
sanitary  condlUaJBa  tn  lily" two  cities  In 
the  United  States.  The  last  "city  in 
which  she  has  been  at  work  !*  Mont- 
gomery, Alabama,  where  a  very  targe 
proportion  of  the  population  are  M* 
'roe*.  Aa  a  member  of  the  health  de- 
partment she  "made  a  study  of  the  pub- 
lio  water  supply,  aewer  extension,' street 
sanitation,  garbage  collection  and  dis- 
posal, .smoke  aulaance,  milk  supply, 
market'  and  bakery  situation,  the  alms- 
house, county  and  city  Jails  and  public 
health  administration,  with  some  atten- 
tion to  the  bouaing  problem."  Strange 
as  it  may  seem,  Mrs.  Crane's  assistance 
was  asked  for  in  seventeen  of  the  cities 
of  Minnesota  among  which  were  in- 
cluded St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis. 

It  is  not  possible  that  Mrs.  Crane 
would  have  been  engaged  by  so  many 
corporations  if  she  had  not  been  atic- 
cessful  in  her  endeavors  to  bring  about 


reforms  and  had  not  been  Instrumental 
tn  lessening  those  diseases  which  are 
directly  or  indirectly  due  to  bad  clvto 
housekeeping.  After  all,  it  is  not  to 
be  Wondered  at  that  a  woman  should 
be  an  expert  in  that  skill  and  knowledge 
needed  to  keep  a  city  in  good  order. 
For  generations  women  have  been  al- 
loted  the  task  of  keeping  houses  clean 
and  neat.  While  this  reformer  would 
be  ready  to  say  that  "cleanliness  tr 
next  to  godliness"  her  acts  show  hat 
she  believes  goodness  is  impossible 
without  cleanliness. 

Most  of  us  have  known  women  with 
such  a  passion  for  order  and  cleanliness 
that  one  would  gladly  run  the  psk  of 
Illness  rather  than  live  In  their  houses. 
Mrs.  Crane  cannot  belong  to  this  un- 
lovely type  or  she  would  not  be  so  suc- 
cessful in  her  missions. 


Most  of  us  are  very  Jealous  of  inter- 
ference with  the  Management  of  our 
private  affairs.  When,  however,  our  ac- 
tion may  be  the  cause  of  danger  to 
dthers  such  Jealousy  must  give  way  to 
compliance.  . .  .'V'v' 

While  Victoria  is  a  elty  With  a  low 
death-rate  it  will  not  remain  so  unless 
rigorous  steps  are  taken  to  remove  or 
destroy  the  germs  of  disease  whereever 
they  may  be  found.  Are  ..w**f$ire  that 
this  is  always  doner  Many  people  are 
Very  careful  to  ^lift|fect  rooms  or 
houses,  In  Which  those  who  have  suf- 
fered from  tuberculosis  or  other  conta- 
gious diseases  have,  lived. .  Is  this  done 
in  every  case  or  do  people  In  our  city, 
run  the  risk  when  their  reht  or  h^  *v 
house  of  contracting  the  sickness  from 
Which  a  previous  tenant  suffered*  The 
question  is  a  serious  one.  We  must  not 
think  because  we  arc  well  that  WO  will 
remain  so  unless  those  precautions  are 
taken  Which  science  has  shown  to  be 
necessary.  It  Is  not  only  in  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  or  small  pox  that  care 
should  be  taken'  to  render  homes  free 
from  Infection. 


The  work  of  the  matron  and  under 
matron  of  this  home  where  the  work 
of  sheltering  and  reforming  children, 
who,    often    through    no    fault    of    their 

-wwiu  "have  gone  wrong  hr  carried  on,  4e 
sufficiently  hard  under  the  most  favor- 
able circumstances.  The  cooking,  wash- 
ing, cleaning,  take  up  much  time,  and 
the  superintending  of  the  children  In 
their  part  Of  the  work  Is  a  difficult 
task.

The  public  of  Victoria  does  not  Sup- 
port  this  Children's  Aid  Work  to  that 
extent  which  Its  Importance  deserves. 
A  visit  to  the  Home  would  enlighten 
many  parents,  both  as  to  the  Importance

there  and  the  immediate  need  of  fur- 
ther accommodation.

Now  that  the  snowdrops  and  the  ..

he  ns  beautiful   as   many   which.   In   many 

eitlea  or  the  continent,  are  plaoea  that 
attract  not  cltlfens  oniv,  but  strangers. 
It  la  thought  by  main  that  If  the 
money  now  spent  by  private  citizens  on 
He     care    or    single    plots    were    put     jnt,, 

a   common    fund,   it    would    be   sufficient 

to      keep      the      whole      place      in      order, 

Whether  this  Is  the  oase  or  not.  it  is 
certain  that  aome  system  of  perpetual 
care  could  be  devised  which  would  suf- 
fioe for  the  planting  of  trees  for  shade 
arid  shelter,  and  of  the  most  suitable 
plants  and  flowers  as  well  »»  the  keep- 
ing of  grass  In  order.  This  would  not 
in  the  least  Interfere  with  tiie  work  of 
those  Who  with  their  own  hands  care 
for  the  graves,  It  would,  however,  pre- 
vent the  growth  of  weeds  which  coun- 
teract    their    efforts. 

This  matter  Is  one  which  concerns 
women  In  a  very  special  wny  nnd  it  is 
one   part  e,t  civic  management  ii>,  which 


the  assistance  of  women  of  good  tnste 
and  business  ability  would  be  valuable. 
Tin  action  or  last  year's  Council  in  pro- 
tecting the  place  from  the  Inroads  of 
the  waves  gained  the  giutltudc  of  all 
women  in  Victoria.  The  further  step 
is  easy  In  comparison  with  the  task 
that   hfts   been   accomplished.

While  It  is  emphatically  right  to 
make  every  effort  to  reform  the  natural 
homes  of  children  it  should  not  be  ne- 
cessary to  leave  them  there  to  their 
loss  and  disadvantage,  should  reform  be 
found  Impossible  That  this  Is  very 
nearly  the  state  of  things  no 
learned  by  Inquiries  In  se 
tlons.  The  house  is  full  and 
more  rooms  are  found  or  made  no  more 
Inmates  can  be  taken. 

This  la  not,  perhaps,  the  worst  fea- 
ttiSre  of  the  situation.  The  oyarcrowd- 
ing  in  whJtttnay^be  called  tbef(tlvipg 
rooms  «pwfceniB  that  csreful  oversight 
which  it*  eo  necessary  where  reforma- 
tory'-work,  is  going  on.  The  children 
need  some  Place  in  which  to  study  and 
amuse    themselves   during  *t]be   evening,,' 

Many  a  mother  finds  It  hard  in  the 
case  of  two  or 'three  children,  to  care 
for  them  when  they  are  suffering  fro* 
(tome  form  of  children's  disease  which 
does  not  need  the  care  of  a  doctor.  **** 
such  mothers  try  to  imagine  the  trou- 
ble Which  two  women  must  have  when 
there  are  twenty  children  who  have  con- 
tracted, or  may  contract,  mumps  or 
ohlaksn  paa  or  a  mild  attack  nf  mfinnlftn.

.Hendry,.'  so m e  thi n g  of  the  hi  s to 
movement  Which  hag  led  ttp  to/the  e*£ 
cursion  planned  for  next  summer,  and 
in  which  British  Columbia  teachers  ate 
invited  to   take  part. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  those 
among  the  teachers  who  arc  natives  Of 
the  province  or  who  have,  lived;  here 
from  childhood  will  visit,  hot  Great 
Britain  alone,  but  will  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  studying  their  own  country 
as  they  could' not  do  in  any  other  way. 

There  it,  too,  a  benefit  to  be  gained 
by  associating  even  for  a  few  weeks 
with  those  who  are  our  superiors,  and 
It  is  to  be  presumed  that  among  the

British  Association  met  in  Winnipeg,

The 
London  Teachers1  Association  and  the 
Victoria  League  especially  take  upon 
themselves  the  duty  of  enabling  the 
visiters  to  get  the  greatest  profit  and 
pleasure  from  the  visit.

Consuming  Population  and  In- 
dustries Suffer  Under  Prot- 
estantism, Declares  German 
Doctor  Recently; 


BERLIN,  Feb.  21.— The  Relschtag  and 
Landtag  deputy,  Dr.  F.  Hoff,  publishes 
in  the  "Berliner  Tageblatf"  a  protect 
against  the  way  In  which  the  incoming 
population  and  Industries  are  suffering 
under  the  present  Protestant  system. 

Or.  Hoff  heads  his  article,  "Our  Bril- 
liant Economic  Development,"  a  phrase 
which  is  constantly  used  officially.  He 
complains  that  this  phrase  has  been 
raised  to  a  dogma,  which  is  put  above 
criticism.  At  present  Germany's  ruling 
classes  .accept  the  dogma  in  a  spirit  of 
fatalism,  and  meet  all  complaints,  not 
by  showing  them  to  be  unfounded,  but 
rather  declaring  that  a  revision  of  the 
present  system  is  Inconceivable.  Thus 
last  November,  Dr.  Delbrueck,  Imperial 
Minister  of  the  Interior,  pooh-poohed 
the  outcry  against  the  food-taxes  as 
"fruitless,"  on  the  ground  that  the 
Relschtag  itself  would  never  niter  an 
inch  of  the  present  tariff.  The  political 
parties  responsible  for  the  tariff  of  1902 
speak  In  the  same  spirit

ART  MINARD  WINS 

MILE  SKATING  RACE 

Art  Mlnard  won  the  skating  race  at 
the  Arena  last  evening,  beating  the 
champion,  George  Gowler,  by  more  than 
■his  handicap  of  half  a  lap.  Previous  to 
the  race  the  Wilkerson  Cup,  emblematic 
of  the  championship  of  Victoria,  was 
presented  to  Gowler  by  J.  Mowatt, 
president  of  the  Amateur  Hockey 
League.

"We  hear,"  said  Dr.  Hoff,"  of  the  brll- 
liant  economic  development,  but  leave 
out  of  sight  the  growing  difficulties 
which  the  overwhelming  mass  of  Ger- 
mans—workmen, peasants,  officials, 
handworkers,  merchants  and  others — 
have  to  struggle  against.  We  are  con- 
soled by  being  referred  to  the  continued 
growth  of  our  foreign  trade,  of  our  ex- 
ports, but  it  is  forgotten  that  the  for- 
eign trade  of  a  growing  people  like  the 
German  could  be  suppressed  only  at  the 
cost  of  starvation.  The  character  of  the 
increase  is  not  taken  into  account,  and 
the  fact  is  also  noticed  that  in  import- 
ant branches  there  is  serious  stagnation 
or  even  decline.  But  all  voices  which 
do  not  harmonize  in  the  official  chorus 
of  praise  are  simply  left  out  of  ac- 
count."     , 

Worse  Off  Mow 

Germany's  small  and  middle-sized 
farmers,  says  Dr.  Hoff,  are  worse  off 
than  before  the  1906  tariff,  because 
their  higher  expenses  more  than  swal- 
low up  any  increased  receipts  due  to  the 
increase  in  import  duties.  The  League 
of  Manufacturers,  the  members  of 
which  employ  7.500,000  men.  has  also 
lately  protested.  Their  resolution  de- 
clares that  the  commercial  agreements 
of  1906  have  caused  increasing  difficul- 
ties for  Germany's  export  trade,  and 
have  diminished  the  profit,  while  at  the 
same  time  bringing  about  an  increase 
of  the  cost  of  living.  "The  great,  syn- 
dicated raw  material  industries  have  got 
even  with  this  through  raising  prices. 
But  the  non-syndicate  manufacturing 
industries  have  seldom  been  able  to  do 
that;  they  have  to  bear  higher  wages 
and  higher  cost  of  raw  material,  espe- 
cially coal;  and  side  by  side  with  the 
increasing  difficulties  In  the  world-mar- 
.  keta,  they  suffer  from  the  weakening  of 
the  home  market  which  is  caused  by 
the  rise  of  prices. 

'■      Dogma  is  Taking 

Attar  Dr.  Hoff  a  protest  against  Pro-

In  honor  of  the  occasion,  the  theatre 
was  crowded  to  the  full,  and  it  Is  safe 
to  say  that  never  was  there  a  more 
satisfied  audience  than  that  which  filed 
out  after  the  final  curtain  curtsey. 

"A   Marriage   of   Convenience,"    is   a 
trifle  in  an  intellectual  sense  if  viewed 
With   the  staring  eye;  but  as  a  satire 
upon  manners  and  customs,  not  to  men- 
tion passions  and  emotions,  it  Is  almost 
too  cosummatc  for  words;  but  nowadays 
no  one  la  concerned  as   to  Whether' the 
fashions   of  a  couple  of  centuries   ago

It '.is  a  pretty  play.  The  staging  Is 
magnificent  and  the  costuming  is  su- 
perb. Mr.  Waller  was  perfectly  at 
home  in  his  part  although  he  was  rare- 
ly at  home  In  his  house,  and  his  grand 
manner  swept  all  before  him.  Miss 
Tetheradge  was  all  things  in  turn,  with 
undercurrent  of  sweet  loveableness  pro- 
pelling toward  the  fateful  denouement 
represented  by  being  In  love  with  her 
own  husbnnd  when  there  were  lots  of 
others  anxious  for  the  spendthrift  af- 
fection.

By  authorizing  the  construction  at 
once  of  a  sewer  on /Haultain  street  to 
complete  connection  with  the  recently 
finished  northeastern  sewer,  the  City 
Council  laBt  night  at  on*  and  the  same 
time  provided  work  for  about  fifty 
heads  of  famines  and  furnished  drain- 
age facilities  to  a  large 'area'  in  the 
northeastern  section  of  the  olty  which 
has  hitherto  been  without  such  facili- 
ties. This  work  is  being  undertaken 
upon  recommendation  of  the  finance 
committee©  to  wthlch  was  refered  tfle 
question  of  more  work  for  working 
men  who  were  laid  off  last  year  and 
whose  enforced  idleness  Is  toeing  keenly 
felt. 

Alderman  Humber  declared  he  was 
delighted  to  see  that  some  money  has 
been  found  to  permit  of  men  being 
given  eployment.  He  recognized  the 
financial  situation  was  a  difficult  one 
but  he  believed  if  the  committee  had 
looked  ■hard  enough  it  might  have  dis- 
covered that  about  $6,000  monthly  has 
been  paid  out  to  the  ' 'Knickerbocker 
brigade  in  the  garret"  at  the  city  hall. 


It  was  the  staff  of  the  sewers  and  sur 
veylng  departments  of  the  engineering 
branch  the  alderman  thus  referred  to. 
He  asserted  that  for  the  past  three 
months,  .while,  city  works.,  have  been 
practically  at  a  standstill,  this  force 
had  been  drawing  pay  and  he  believed 
a  number  of  them  could  be  dispensed 
with  and  the  man  in  the  overalls  given 
a  chance. 

Alderman  Humber,  while  advocating 
the  prosecution  of  the  sewer  work  as 
recommended  toy  the  finance  committee, 
urged  that  the  city  engineer  should 
keep  acurate  acount  of  the  work  of  that 
particular  piece.  While  he  would  have 
something  more  to  say  about  the  rela- 
tive merits  of  work  done  under  contract 
and  toy  day  labor  he  wished  merely  to 
point  out  that  last  year  Oak  Bay  had 
Its  newer  work  done  by  contract  at  a. 
cost  about  forty  per  cent  cheaper  than 
that  of  «fce  city  which ''was  done  on  the 
day  labor  system. 

Alderman  Cuthtoert  stated  that  ten  of 
the  "gentlemen  in  the  garret"  have  been 
laid  off.  The  idea  is  to  expend  about 
$7,000  on  "the  Haultaln  Street  so  wot. 
wtork  and  preferenc»  will  toe  given  to 
men  who  are  competent,  who  are  Brit- 
ish subects.  marled  and, At  possible  on 
the  voters'  list. 

Alderman  Meston  pointed  to  the  fact 
that  ihe  funds  for  the  construction  of 
the  roadway  alongside  the  Rosa  Bay 
Cemetery  seawall  are  available  and  att 
early  start  o»  that  -work  ,  should  be 
made.  That  would  give  still  more  men 
employment  _ 

,  The  finance  committee  also  recom- 
mended the  purchase  of  a  twelve-Inch 
water  meter  for  measurinr  the  water,  to 
be  secured  from  the  BSQUimalt  Water 
Works  Co  pany  when  that  system  Is 
linked  up  with  the  city's.

"As  far  as  possible  the  Gov  > irxuaest 
has  tried  to  protect  the  people  of  ibis 
i tii \  nice  and  those  abroad  whoaretoter 
ested  in  British  Columbia.  Land  Registry 
Act  amendments  of  recent  years  cleurly 
display  our  policy  In  this  regard,  be 
cause  we  have  endeavored,  without  mak- 
ing Inroads  on  capital,  to  here  and  there 
regulate  the  plotting  and  registration 
of  new  townsites.  The  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor in-Council  is  given  certain  author- 
ity, and  in  Hi"  past  few  years  we  have 
had  nearly  every  month  to  deal  with 
one  or  more  townsites.  Up  to  the  pres- 
ent we  may  claim  by  our  regulations  to 
have  saved  the  public  from  the  imposi- 
tion of  some  subdivisions  that  if  car- 
ried out  would  clearly  not  have  been  a 
success  from  the  investment  points  of 
view  to  those  who  put  their  money  Jn 
them. 

Promise  of  Premier 

"But  to  repeat,  the  toruble  Is  how  far 
the  Government  either  here  or  at  Otta- 
wa can  move  to  protect  the  purchaser 
from  the  unscrupulous  vendor.  There 
Is,  of  course,  under  the  Criminal  Code 
ample  means  to  pursue  the  wrongdoers 
and  Impose  penalties  I  can  promise 
the  member  for  Newcastle  that  as  far 
as  this  Government  Is  concerned  we  will 
see  that  so  far  as  any  townsites  whore- 
in  the  Province  has  any  interest  there 
is  no  wrongful  or  injurious  Inducement 
held  out  to  the  public  to  Invest.  It 
Is  difficult  sometimes  to  get  at  tue 
guilty  parties,  but  wherever  and  when- 
ever it  has  been  possible  to  follow  the 
matter  up  we  do  so. 

"The  Government  has  refrained  In

Special    Surveys 

Several  new  bills  were  introduced  toy 
members  of  the  Government  and  these 
all  got  a  second  reading  at  the  night 
sitting,  when  they  were  fully  explained 
toy  the  ministers  In  charge  of  them.  One 
deals  with  the  Special  Surveys  Act,  and 
Is  made  necessary  by  the  number  of 
special  surveys  that  axe  required  In  or- 
der to  straighten  out  the  tangles  of  the 
original  survey*,  many  of  which,  as  the 
Attorney-General  told  the  House,  were 
not  made  on  the  ground  at  all,  but  were 
simply  made  on  paper.  Provision  Is 
made  for  special  survey  monuments, 
and  to  prevent  these  being  torn  up  in 
the  making  of  street  Improvements  the 
employers  of  the  workmen  who  destroy 
a  monument,  whether  a  City  Council  or 
a  private  individual,  is  liable  to  a 
penalty.

Worth    Vancouver   Subdivisions 
An  amendment  introduced  and  carried 
through   by   the  Attorney-General   deals 
with  what  has  become  a  burning  ques- 
tion  in  North  Vancouver.     Some  years 
ago  a  good  deal  of  subdivision  was  done 
in' that  district  wherein  the  then  owners 
and  .the  Registrar  of  Titles  both  neg- 
lected  to  see  that     the  Province     was 
given  the  one-quarter  interest  to  which 
it  is  entitled     in  such     cases.     In   the 
course  of  time  the  lots  have  been  sold 
over  and  oyer  again  until  now  probably 
96  per  cent  of  the  holders  are  innocent 
purchasers.     After  the  Government  die- 
covered  the  error  that  had  been   made 
by  the  owners  and   the   Registrar   the 
question  became  an  active  one,  and  the 
owners  who  had  bought  In  good,  faith 
grew,  somewhat  alarmed  at  the  possi- 
bilities involved.     Last  Summer  a  very 
large  deputation  waited  upon  this  Gov- 
ernment, and'  following  upon  this   Mr. 
w:  A.  Macdonald,  K.  C.    of  Vancouver, 
wis:  appointed  a  royal  commissioner  to 
go  into  the  whole  matter. 

The   Attorney-General,   after   explain- 
ing these  facts,  stated  that  the  Govern- 
ment    had  concluded     that  a   fair  and 
equitable  settlement  would  be   to  allow 
all  titles  tried  before  March  7.  1912,  to 
be  .registered  in  the  Lands  Titles  office 
Without  any  question  of  the  Crown's  in- 
terest.   There  was  also  the  X urther  ques- 
tion of  lota  2085  and  2260  in  Point  Grey 
Where,   strictly  speaking,    the   Province 
was   entitled   to   an    interest,  but   these 
had  been  offered  at  sale  on  the  under- 
standing that     the  Province's     Interest 
would  not  be  taken.     Another  case  on 
Lulu  Island  affected  lands  owned  orig- 
inally toy  the  late  Mr.  Alexander  Ewlng, 
taken'  as  part  Of  the  prison  farm  and 
an  exchange   made,   but   In  issuing   the 
Crown  grant  the  proviso  as  to  a  Pro- 
vincial   one-fourth    interest   In   case   of 
subdivision  Into  small  lots  had  been  al- 
lowed to  remain,  which,  of  course,  was 
not  part  of  the   bargain.     In   all   these 
cases  the  amendment  proposed  that  the 
Crown's  Interest  should  be  foregone. 
Refers  to  Breakwater 

A  bill  introduced  during  the  after- 
noon and  given  a  second  reading  at  the 
evening  sitting  has  direct  concern  with 
the  breakwater  In  Victoria.     This  la  to 

empower  the  crown  in  the  right  of  the 
Province  to  convey  to  the  crown  in  the 
right  of  the  Dominion  parcel  31  of  the 
three  that  were  conveyed  to  the  city  of 
Victoria,  in  trust  ror  use  as  a  public 
park  by  the  Cemetery  Ordinance  of 
1870.  , 

The  Premier  explained  that  when  the 
Federal  Government  applied  for  this 
land  for  purposes  in  conection  with  the 
breakwater  It  was  found  that  legisla- 
tive sanction  would  have  to  be  given  to 
the  Government  fo  make  the  grant,  in 
view  of  the  land  having  'been  convey- 
to  the.  city  forty  years  ago  for  a 
specific  purpose. 

Moving  the  secohd  reading  of  a  bill 
W  amend  the  Companies'  Act,  the  At- 
torney-General stated  that  in  the  work- 
ing out  of  this  Important  measure  It 
was  found  that  certain  amendments 
could  be  made  with  profit.

It  Mtttf  vkatA  that 
thl»  was  requisite  for  the*  satisfactory 
financing  of  the  various  collegiate  en- 
terprises. The  administration  does  .not 
regard  it  as  good  policy  to  alienate  title 
tor  any  University  lands  from  the  Pro- 
vince as  represented  by  the  University 
Board,  while  it  is  at  the  same  time 
anxious  to  facilitate  as  much  as  pos- 
sible the  business  arrangements  of  the 
various  colleges.

FRENCH-CANADIANS 

IN  LUMBER  MILLS 

Employment  in  Place  of  Orientals  Gives 

Bise    to    Questions    From    Socialists 

in  Public  Accounts   Committee 


The  efforts  of  the  Government  of 
British  Columbia  in  practically  encour- 
aging the  substitution  of  Canadian  for 
Asiatic  labor  in  the  lumber  mills  of  the 
lower  Fraeer  were  the  text  of  strenuous 
objection  on  the  part  of  the  representa- 
tives of  Socialism  ih  Parliament  who 
also  are  members  of  the  Select  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Accounts,  at  the 
meeting  of  that  committee  Thursday 
morning.  The  .matter  presented  Itself 
In  reference  to  an  item  appearing  in  the 
accounts  under  examination  particular- 
izing payments  to  Theodore  Theroux 
and  ;Rev.  Fr.  W.  P.  Boyle  respectively 
Of  $860  arid  $200,  these  payriients  repre- 
senting the  amount  of  their  expenses  In 
connection  with  this  Introduction  of 
French-Canadian  lumbermen  arid  loggers 
who  replaced  the  Orientals  previously 
employed  at  Fraser  River  mills. 

Mr.  Williams  held  that  the  Govern- 
ment was  not  justifled  in  assisting  Im- 
migration from  a  sister  province  of  the 
adlan  federation,  and  mentioned  that, 
although  he  had  closely  examined  the 
public  accounts  of  other  years,  he  could 
find  no  precedent  for  such  a  course.  The 
chairman,  Mr.  Lucas,  Inclined  to  the 
opinion  that  criticism:  of  governmental 
policy  was  outside  the  committee's 
functions— these  being  to  examine  '  the 
accounts  and  report  any  irregularities 
in  the  expenditure  of  public  moneys 
should  such  have  at  any  time  occurred. 
Messrs.  Williams  and  Place  on  the 
other  hand  maintained  that  the  commit- 
tee had  wider  powers  of  criticism  and 
comment  upon  any  expenditures  which 
i  y  might  deem  improper  or  ill-ad- 
vised. 

Asked  by  Mr.  Fraser  of  Cariboo  wheth- 
< -i-  he  did  not  prefer  the  French-  Can- 
adian to  the  Oriental  as  a  worker  in 
British  Columbia,  Mr.  Williams  said, 
'As  to  that,  Mr.  Fraser,  I  would  like  to 
tell  you  what  Mr.  T.  R.  Stockett,  the 
Well  known  minr  manager,  said  to  mc 
only  the  other  day  on  the  question  of 
Oriental  labor.  He  said  that  he  would 
never  take  OVtat  tnc  responsibility  of 
any  mine  where  Asiatics  were  set  to 
•work  underground  He  was  of  the  opin- 
ion  that  they  were  not  safe." 

Mi  Williams  :ilso  took  exception  to 
the  payments  made  last  year,  as  In 
other  previous  years,  to  the  Salvation 
Army  in  OOnnCOtlOU  with  Its  endeavors 
to  Introduce  British  skilled  domestic  la- 
bor into  British  Columbia,  where  the  ad- 
mitted demand  greatly  exceeds  the  sup- 
ply, In  this  connection  a  vote  of  $10.- 
000  was  provided  last  session,  In  add!* 
tion  to  Which  a  per  capita  bonus  of  $3 
had  been  paid  upon  903  immigrants 
through  Army  activities,  bringing  the 
total  fiisburaemenl  to  the  Army  up  to 
$12.79'i.

The  growing  trade  between  Liverpool 
and  Australia  wilt  receive  a  marked 
Impetus  tii. the  Spring  of  this  year  with 
the  advent  of  the  new  Blue  funnel 
liner  fJestor.  The  tonnage  of  this  huge 
vessel  Is  14,250,  and  She  will  bo  con- 
siderably longer  than  any  other  steam- 
er In  the  Australian  trade.  She  is  of 
the  combined  passenger  and  cargo  type, 
providing  room  for  exceptionally  large 
freights  and  some  hundreds  of  first 
class  and  steerage  passengers.  The 
Nestor  will  make  ber  maiden  voyage 
from  Liverpool.  April  '14,  and  will  after- 
wards be  followed  by  her  sister  ship, 
the  Ulysses,'  now  In  course  of  construc- 
tion. 

It  was  first  Intended  that  the  Nestor 
be  operated  In  the  Liverpool -Victoria 
trade,  but  the  Holt  compapy  later  de- 
cided that  the  Talthyblus  would  be 
better  suited  to  the  North  Pacific  run. 

Pride  of  place  as 'the  biggest  iteamer 
In  the  Australian  trade  will  not  belong, 
however,  to  the  N*atpr  for  any  great 
period,  as  on  July  34/  the  White  Star 
steamship  Ceramic  Will  leave  Liverpool 
on  her  flrat .  voyage.  The  tonnage  of 
the  White  Star  boat  will  be  18,000,  a 
size  which  could  never* have  been  con- 
ceived, possible  for  the  Australian  trade 
a  few  years  ag«.  The  Ceramic  Is  also 
of  the  combined  passenger  and  cargo 
type,  but  her  passengers  will  be  of  the 
emigrant  class,  for  which  the  White 
Star  line  make  exceptionally  comfortable 
provision  on  their  Australian  boats.
